The early settlers, work- 
ing through the pioneer stage, had in‘ 
the main year by year, been blessed 
with good crops resulting in the erec- 
tion of substantial and comfortable 
homes, good barns and in many cases 


individual farmers. 

In 1915 a very bountiful crop was 
harvested and the prospects were nev- 
er brighter for continued prosperity 
but in the Fall of 1916 with. another, 
splendid crop apparently in sight, the 
wheat crop of Southern Manitoba and 
South Eastern Saskatchewan was 
largely ruined by rust. From:’then on 
for quite a number of years the con- 
tinuance of rust, periods of drought, 
plagues of grasshoppers and the ad- 
ditional fact that the average farmer 
by this time was attempting to han- 
dle too much parially worn out land 
resulted in the revenues from the ma- 
jority of the farmers in these districts 
becoming so small that, in most in- 
stances, farmers were unab!e to meet 
their operating and living expenses, 
to say nothing of taxes and mort- 
gage interest. 

With the farmers getting more and 
more deeply into debt they began to 
freely express the opinion that there 
was no longer any value in the land 

‘ and in-many cases followed up this 


conviction by abandoning their. farms. 
Many of.the-older men, deserted by 


their sons and not being able physi- | 
cally -or financially to carry on, also 
voluntarily gave up their land. 

Under these conditions financial in-| 
stitutions found themselves with 
many farms thrown on their hands in 
these districts as it was in vain that, 
the mortgagees and:others. endeav- 
ored to tide matters over by provid- 

‘ing seed, food and supplies, as so 

many farmers had come to the conclu- 
sion that further effort on their part 
was almost useless. 

The land so acquired by the mort- | 
gagees had to be managed in vari- 

- ous ways. Some of it was rented on 
crop shares but it was often difficult 
to find men who under the most fav- 
orable terms would consent to accept 
a lease. Considerable acreage was 
kept under cultivation by the new 
owners paying neighboring farmers 
to do the work and it is an undoubt- 
ed fact that, had it not been for the 
money so paid, many other farmers 
would have given up. The situation 
by the Fall of 1923 had become ‘so 
serious as to make it quite apparent 
that, unless a remedy could be found, |

In contrast he presents 
the restfulness and beauty of a tramp through the woods, and by brooks, 
and rivers rambling through the countryside. The work of this cartoonist 
leads one to wonder sometimes whether the vaunted progress of this age of 
frenzied speed, amazing machinery, industrialized mass production, insane 
speculation is, after all, an advance upon the more leisurely life and enjoy- 
ments of the last century. 

Such a picture is, however, one-sided, inasmuch as while it points out 
drawbacks of today, it fails to visualize the great acheivements and gains to 
humanity as a whole, and already there is an awakening public opinion to 
the need for the preservation of beauty and leisure, and emphasis is laid on 
the fact that these need not necessarily be lost in order to make advance- 
ment in: other directions. 

Recently another artist presented two companion pictures in a single 
drawing which he labelled “This IS Progress.’ One picture Was a reproduc- | 
tion of the famous painting “The Doctor,” presenting the family physician | 
by the bedside of a dying child in a workman's humble cottage, intently | 
watching the child“but apparently powerless to stay the ravages of the | 
‘disease which was slowly taking the life of the child before the eyes of the 
agonized parents. The companion picture revealed the medical scientist of 
today at work-in his laboratory with his scientific instruments locating and 
studying those deadly germs and bacilli which, it is now recognized, are the 
cause of disease. Thus is war being waged-fot on disease after it claims its 
victim, but on the causes of disease. This is progress, and a truer, because 
a more lasting picture of the achievements of the twentieth century.

Work Of the Illustration Stations | ATTENDED NOTABLE FUNCTION 


Useful Purpose Is Served In_ the 
Interests Of Agriculture 


Illustration stations operated as a 
part of the Experimental Farms Sys- 
em, are serving a useful purpose in 
he production and distribution of im- 
oroved seed and poultry. In the re- 
sort of the stations for 1928, publish+ 
2d by the Department of Agriculture, 
at Ottawa, it is shown that one sta- 
sion operator sold seed of improved 
varieties to thirty-five individaul 
farmers, and that almost 11,000 bush- 
21s, were distributed in this way from 
he Alberta stat'ons that year. From 
me Alberta station there were sold 
1,260 eggs from winter laying birds 
for hatching purposes, and from all 
lustration stations ‘in the .province 
almost 4,000 eggs .were sold for 
hatching in the spring of 1928. 

According to this report rapid pro- 
gress is beng made in the more gen- 
eral use of advanced farm machinery.
